the American people cannot yet appreciate the prodlgloua .ilg- 


nificance of the action then taken. In twelve months America 
has felt the war. It has been brought home in many ways. But 
even vet the nation is in Europe's-sea of blood no more than ankle 


deep.

The story of the past year is a story of steadily growing: un-. 


derstanding. Little by little the meaning of war has been Im- 
pressed on the people's mind. By the selective service law, by 
food and fuel regulation, by government control of railroads, by 
the imposition of income taxes, by the calls for popular loans, 
(he government has made clear that "business as usual" hi time 
of v.ar is scarcely an accurate phrase. American business has, 
indeed, stood stanchly under the strain, but it is not quite as 
usual. Individual comforts have been diminished, non-essential 
activities have dwindled, luxuries have been tabooed, the private' 
citizen has as never before been made to realize his responsibil- 
ity a* a part of the republic. 


It was on April 5, one day before the formal Declaration of 


war, that Secretary Baker laid before congress an army bill pre- 
pared by the general staff and 'approved by the president. It 
provided for the selective draft and the nationalization of the 
militia. Not until June 3 did the bill become a law. The ma 
chincry of the draft was at once set in motion and the selection 
and onranization of the great national army was begun. The 
United States thus became for the first time in itsihistory a truly 
military nation. 


Not till August 10 was it possible for the administration to 


get enacted a food control bill. The need was imperative, but

creased income taxes have brought home to every; American the 
knowledge that the nation that fights must pay, and that .ine-na- 
tionnl obligation cannot.be shirked by any individual. 


Now a large army is "over there," and a larger army is 


in training "over here." The building of the military establish- 
ment has been carried through without serious dislocation of the 
business and industries of the nation. The army that is now in 
France is no mere expression of good will It is even more than 
a promise of substantial help to come. Its numbers are not 
definitely known, but it is large enough to be already a factor in 
the fighting. At this critical period of the war hundreds of 
thousands of Americans are headed toward Europe', and on their 
arrival they will be equipped to fight at once, without any fur- 
ther preliminary training. To General Foch, the newly named 
generalissimo of all the allied forces in Western Europe, General 
Pershinft' has tendered the entire American military establish- 
ment to be used in the great defense against Hindenburg. 


For two months Americans have been fighting in the front 


line trendies. The first mention of Americans actually in battle 
came at the time of the German counterstroke, which largely 
nullified Byng's brilliant victory in front of Cambrai. American 
engineers were caught in the German surprise, and America, 
had her first battle casualty lists. Since then Americans have 
taken over a considerable sector in French Lorraine. It is a 
"quiet" part of the front, and the appearance of the Americans 
has not encouraged the Germans to make any unusual demon- 
strations. Except for the usual raids the Americans have as 
vet not been in battle. 


Even before America's declaration of belligerency the ship- 


ping problem had become acute. With America at war the need 
of ships became as pressing as the need of men. The shipping 
board had been created in the fall of 19'l6, and after the declara- 
tion of American belligerency its scope and powers were greatly 
extended. By October, 1917, congress had authorized the ex- 
penditure of $1,934,000,000 for the construction and purchase of 
ships. The Emergency Fleet Corporation, a subsidiary organ- 
ization of the shipping board, has commandeered all vessels of 
WOO tons and over building in the United States. On May 12 
the president was authorized to seize all ships in the jurisdiction 
of the United States owned by any corporation or citizen of a 
nation at war with the United States. German ships were~im- 
medlately seized. On December 3 congress sanctioned a declar- 
ation of war against Austria-Hungary and a few Austrian ships 
were added to the spoils of war. Last month this nation, acting 
in concert with Great Britain, announced its intention, to seize1 


all Dutch shipping within Its jurisdiction. Holland, overawed

by Germany, had practically withdrawn its shipping from inter- 
national commerce, and could offer no logical objection to the de- 
cision of the allies. 
Very recently an agreement has been 


reached with Japan whereby a fleet of Japanese vessels is to be 
placed in American service for the period of the war. 


With all these extraordinary measures and large additions 


'•lu- shipping problem remains one of the most difficult with which 
i his nation must face. In addition to the great fleet of trans-

Distribute Hand Labor 


It is, of course,.possible: to do the 


work just, as,well by hand," but a con- 
siderable "amount" of labor" is involv- 
ed... For 'small areas, however, this 
method is the only practical one. 
When the garden is to be worked by 
hand it is especially desirable that 
the spading be done>s early as pos- 
sible, as-the sooner it .is- done .the 
easier it will be to get-the ground in 
condition. .The ground- should, be 
worked down only as needed, as this 
will distribute the latior; -and as the 
rough ground will dry off quicker 
than that smoothed, down, it is- pos- 
sible to get on the ground sooner if 
left in the rough than when well 
worked down. It is extremely de- 
sirable to get such, crops as early- 
peas, early .potatoes, and early cab- 
bage plants in as soon as the ground 
is dry enough, and it is often possi- 
ble to get these crops planted a week 
or'two earlier by following this plan. 


Well-sifted coal ashes, unlike wood 


ashes, have no fertilizing value, but 
are useful in lightening soil. Lime 
will lighten soil and at the same time 
correct acidity. .

One year ago America entered the war against Germany; 


eighty months later war was declared against Austria; on April 
20 Turkey severed diplomatic relations with the United States, 
but neither Turkey nor the United States has declared war.

Bulgaria has full diplomatic and consular representation 
in America, while the American minister to Roumania is still

The plans provided, however, that 


tho. sita of Wisconsin's state capitol 
should be on a high hill and streets 
were laid out 
leading from 
the 


four corners of the capitol grounds 
diagonally across the gridiron pat- 
tern. Madison at least had this 
central capitol site, topping a high 
eminence, and these diagonal ap- 
proaches on which replanning of the 
city might rely. 


The replanning was undertaken 


when E citizens' planning commis- 
sion was organized. Tlu's body was 
without public support. Through 
private subscription it raised funds 
to employ John Nolen, Cambridge, 
Mass., a city planner o'f" nation- 
wide reputation, to prepare a plan 
for the future development of Mad- 
'son 
along 
comprehensive 
lines. 


Nolen's plan for Madison is far- 
seeing. He was able to produce a 
program that when completed will 
restore to this city most of the ad- 
vantages of its naturally beautiful 
location. And the Nolen 
plan is

Wisconsin has recently completed 


its new ?6,QOO,000 capitol building. 
Nolen first tackled the problem of 
making the state realize that this 
outlay would be largely wasted un- 
less l;the 
land 
surrounding 
that, 


building and 
its-approaches, was 


controlled. 


The plan outlined by Nolan calls 


for restriction as to the height of 
buildings to be erected in the neigh- 
borhood of the capitol. He recom- 
mended that the state acquire six 
blocks between thi> capitol and one 
of the lakes. This land, he urged, 
should be held available for addi- 
tiopal public buildings as need for 
them arises 
and 
especially 
for 


creation of an organic relation be- 
tween the capitol grounds and the 


lake. Acquisition of the sunblocks 
of land would affect only one of the 
street approaches 
to the capitol. 


Nolen recommended that other ap- 
proaches be widened and that re- 
gulations be made for future up- 
building of the streets in a.way fit- 
ting to the capitol building itself 
and its enlarged grounds. 


The state was called upon to bear 


most of the expense in connection 
"with development of the capitp! dis- 
trict. To the state is also assigned 
the task of releasing the lake fronts 
fjom-the network of railroads'and 
various overhead cable* ' that 
the 


negligence of the past has permit- 
ted to mar not only the beauty of 
the lakes in the midst 
of which 


Madison is built, but the availabil- 
ity of these shores as 
recreation 


grounds for the "public. 


The university buildings are scat- 


tered over 3(>0 acres of land with 
a lake front -of a mile. Nolen 
pointed out that this land had been 
allowed to lie almost .without effort 
at landscape KBrdenrng-'or horticul- 
ture. In addition to (improvement 
of the 350 "acres, he recommended 
that the state purchase several 
thousand acres along the lake. Un- 
der his plan the university will be 
situated in the heart 
• of a state 


park. 


Nolen found Madison 
possessed 


only of neighborhood parks. He re-

Important as Nolan -considered 


;he proper development: of the capi- 
tol district, the university grounds 
and the parks, he held -that the lo-

For 
accomplishment 


of .these things he favors the zone 
ystem. He holds that differentia-

beat it to 'a cream with the yolk; 
add the grated rind and tablespoon 
of the juice of lemon.

vanilla. 


DeTil's Food Cake—Half cup cocoa 


one-half cup sugar, one-half 
cup 


water; boil until it thickens, then 
let it cool; flavor to taste (vanilla). 


When cool stir into above one cup 


sugar (white), one tablespoon butter 
one tablespoon lard, one-half cup 
lard, one-half cup milk (sweet), one 
half'cup soda dissolved, in hot wat- 
er. Two cups^our and one teaspoon 
baking powder. It is delicious.
